Those who are 
dependent "on their daily wages have 
thus to consider a further diminution 
of what is apparently their actual wage. 
All investigations on the amount of 
wages have shown that about four- 
fifths of the men and nlnetocn-twenti- 
oths of the women earn loss than $600 
a year to support their families, and 
this amount of wage Is not able, even 
in this country, to support those fam- 
ilies on a fair standard of living. This 
is one cause of tho enormous mass 
of woman and child labor.

Mock Chicken.-. 


Take two pounds 


of round steak, cut rather thin, a quar- 
ter of a pound of bacon and one 
onion. Cut steak into pieces about 
five inches long and three wide, salt 
and pepper and lay strips of the ba- 
con lengthwise on 'the steak. Slice a 
little onion on top of the bacon, roll 
and skewer with toothpicks. Put but- 
ter or any sweet fat into a spider and 
brown the steak rolls in it, then add 
boiling water and simmer until tender. 
Make a gravy from the liquor in the 
frying pan. 


Chicken a la King.—Melt four ta- 


blespoonfuls of butter in a chafing 
dish, add half a green pepper chopped 
fine and cook for three or four min- 
utes. Add two tablespoonfuls of flour, 
a half teaspoouful of salt, cook until 
smooth, then add a pint of cream and 
stir until the sauce thickens. Set over 
hot water, add a cupful of button 
mushrooms, cut in halves and two cup- 
fuls of cooked chicken cut in cubes. 
Serve on toast. 


Green Gage Sherbet.—Take a quart 


of green gage plums, stew and put 
through a sieve, add the juice of two 
lemons, one and a half cupfuls of 
sugar, and two tablespoonfuls of soft- 
ened gelatin.

sirup is formed, add the other ingre- 
dients, chill, then freeze.

Grenades of Many Types. 


The grenade has become one of the 


leading weapons of the European war. 
Each belligerent uses several,' types, 
Austria as many as six. Grenades are 
thrown by hand by means of a spe- 
cial "racket," by catapults, shot from 
guns and from trench mortars. Hand 
grenades have a range of some twenty- 
five or thirty yards. 
The grenades 


fired from mortars may range up to 
five hundred yards. The most power- 
ful grenade Is & Danish Invention. It 
Is shot from a mortar, weighs about 
three pounds, nnd In addition scat- 
tering the fragments of Its case on ex- 
plosion, It carries some 250 bullets.

Put 
seven 
pounds of 


blackberries in a preserv- 
ing kettle with three 
pounds of sugar and a 
pint of cider vinegar. Tie 
in a cheesecloth bag, two 
teaspoonfuls 
each 
of 


cloves, cinnamon, allspice 
and nutmeg. 
Put the 


spices in with the vinegar and sugar 
and let stand two or three hours, 
then boil about ten minutes, add the 
berries and cook until well scalded, 
skim the berries into the jar, cook 
down the sirup to half the quantity, 
pour over the berries and seal. 


Cherry 
Preserves,—Pick 
morello 


cherries when fully ripe, remove the 
stems, but do not pit, prick each one 
to prevent bursting. 
For each pound 


of cherries allow a pound and a half 
of loaf sugar. Roll part of the sugar 
and sprinkle over the cherries and let 
them stand over night. In the morn- 
ing dissolve the rest of the sugar in 
half a pint of currant Juice, put into a 
preserving kettle over a slow fire, add 
the cherries and simmer until they 
are tender but not broken. Take out 
carefully and put in glass Jars, boll 
the sirup until thick, pour over the 
cherries and seal. 


Green Beans in Salt Brine.—Take 


fresh beans, string and cut for table 
use, dry with a cloth and place on a 
layer of salt in a.crock, cover with 
another layer of shit and repeat until 
the crock Is nearly full. Press with a 
potato masher until enough Juice has 
been extracted to form a brine to 
cover the beans* Cover with a plate 
and weight to keep the beans under 
the brine. Cover the jar and keep in 
a cool place. They must be soaked 
before using. 


Small berries like currants, black 


berries, blue berries and raspberries 
may all be satisfactorily dried'by plac- 
ing them oh trays in the sun or drying 
them around the stove, or using both 
methods. 
The fruit should be dry 


enough to leave no stain when pinched 
between the fingers. Store In waxed 
tags or tight receptacles and keep In 
a dry, cool place.

All Invesiigaiions on the amount of 
wages have siiown that about four- 
fifths of the men and nlneteen-twenti- 
(‘ihs of the women earn less tluin ?G00 
ii year to support their ftimilies, and 
this amount of wage is not able, even 
in this country, to support those fam­ 
ilies on a ftiir standard of living. This 
is one (’ause of the enormouif mass 
of Woman and child labor.

Grenades are 
throw^n by hand by means of a spe­ 
cial “racket,** by catapults, shot from 
guns and from trench niortars. 
Hand 
grenades have a range of some t\venty- 
five or thirty yards. 
The grenades 
fired from mortars may range up to 
five hundred yards. 
The most pow^er- 
ful grenade is a Danish invention. 
It 
is shot from a mortar, weighs about 
tluve pounds, iind In addition scat­ 
tering the fragments of its case on ex­ 
plosion, it carries some 250 bullets.

morel 10 
cherries wiien fully ripe, remove tlio 
g; I stems, but do not pit, prick each one 
g: ^ to prevent bursting. 
For each pound 
of ciierries allow' a pound and a half 
of loaf sugar. 
Roll part of the sugar 
and sprinkle over the cherries and let 
them stand over niglit. 
In the morn­ 
ing dissolve the rest of the sugar in 
half a pint of currant Juice, put into a 
l>reserving kettle over a slow fire, add 
the cherries and simmer until they 
are tender but not broken. 
Take out 
carefully and put in glass Jars, boil 
the sirup until thicii, pour over the 
cherries and seal. 
Green Beans In Salt Brine.—^Take 
fresh beans, string and cut for table 
use, dry wixh a cloth and place on a 
layer of salt in a crock, cover witii 
another layer of stilt and repeat until 
the crock is nearly full. 
Press Avith a 
potato masher until enough Juice has 
been extracted to form a brine to 
cover the beans. 
Cover with a plate 
and weight to keep tlie beans under 
the brine. 
Cover the Jar and keep in 
a cool place. 
Tliey must be soaked 
before using. 
Small berries like currants, black 
berries, blue berries and rasjjberries 
may all be satisfactorily dried by plac­ 
ing them on trays in the sun or drying 
them around the stove, or using both 
piethods. 
The iruit should be dry 
enough to leave no stain wiien pinched 
between the fingers. 
Store in w^axed 
bags or tight receptacles and keep in

“Our factories, of course, will have 
the advantage of copying tho latest 
and best types of airplane engines 
devolved in France. Italy and Eng­ 
land. 
Nor have our own Inventors 
and designers been idle during the past 
three years. 
There now are engines of 
entirely American design and inven­ 
tion which weigh only two pounds to 
the horse power. 


Three Training Fields Ready . 
“Whatever may be tlu- dlfiieulty ot 
lundng out immediately in the United 
Slates the swift and delicate fighting 
lilanes of the latest type, we already 
are manufacturing in large numbers 
planes which are fitted for the train­ 
ing of air pilots and observers.

Use of Camera in Training 


Marksmen Saves Ammunition 


A saving of ammunition in the train- 


ing of a marksman has been made 
possible by a remarkable apparatu 
recently patented by an English In- 
ventor. 


The invention can be easily attached 


to a rifle, and consists of a small cylin- 
drical camera which fastens to the 
under side of the barrel, and is fitted 
with a telescopic focusing device, so 
positioned that its line of focus is par- 
allel to the gun barrel. Immediately 
in front of the trigger of the weapon a 
second trigger is placed, which is con- 
nected with the camera-shutter by a 
wire. 


When a marksman has aimed his 


gun and pulls the trigger, the camera 
trigger Is operated Just an Instant be- 


i fore the gun trigger, and consequently 
1 a snapshot is secured of the target 
! that the gun wns pointed at. The po-

Seagoing Mowing Machine. 


California now has a seagoing mow- 


ing machine. It is in use off the coast 
as a part of the government experi- 
ments to obtain potash from kelp. The 
curious craft has blades at the bow 
that cut the kelp from three to six feet 
below the surface of the water. A 
belt brings the severed kelp aboard, 
where other knives cut it up and other 
belts distribute it In the hold. 
The 


vessel harvests about two hundred 
tons a day, which when dried is re- 
duced to 20 tons; that, in turn, yields 
about five tons of potash. The rise iu 
the price of potash from $40 a ton to 
ten or more times that sum gives a 
new value to kelp, which grows in vir- 
tually unlimited quantities along our 
shores. Farmers have long used the 
kelp Itself as n fertilizer.—Youth's 
Companion. 


Potash in Banana Stalks. 


Banana stalks may help to solve the 


fertilizer problem of this country. Ex- 
periments indicated that a ton of stalks 
yielded 188 pounds of dry matter, con- 
taining 13.7 per cent potash, or about 
two-thirds as much as is yielded by the 
dried kelp of our Pacific const. An ex-_ 
nmlnntion of banana skins showed a 
otal potash content of 1.05 per cent, 
he dry matter containing 9.03 per cent 
potash.

Use of Camera In Training 
Marksmen Saves Ammunition 


A saving of ammunltiun in tlie tniin- 
ing of a marksman lias been made 
pussible by a remarkable apparatus 
recently patented b> an English in­ 
ventor. 
The invention can be easily attached 
to a rlfie, and consists of a small cylin­ 
drical camera which fastens to tlie 
under side of tlie barrel, and is fitted 
with a telescopic focusing device, su 
positioned that its line of focus is par­ 
allel to the gun barrel. 
Immediately 
in front of the trigger of tlie weapon a 
second trigger is placed, wiiicli is con­ 
nected with tlie caniera-shutter by a 
wire 
When a marksman has aimed his 
gun and pulls tlie trigger, the camera 
trigger is operated Just an Instant be­ 
fore tlie gun trigger, and Cunsequentiy 
a snapshot is secured of the target 
that the gun was pointed at. Tlie po­ 
sition of nhe target as it appears on 
the developed plate or film will indi­ 
cate tlie accuracy of tiie shot. If the 


Seagoing Mowing Machine. 


California now has a seagoing mow­ 
ing machine. It is in use off! the coast 
as a part of the government experi­ 
ments to obtain potash from kelp. The 
curious craft lias blades tit the bow 
that cut the kelp from three to six feet 
below the surface of the water. 
A 
belt bilngs the severed kelp aboard, 
where other knives cut it up and other 
belts distribute it in the hold. 
The 
vessel harvests about two hundred 
tons a day, which when dried is re­ 
duced to 20 tons; that, in turn, yields 
about five tons of potash. The rise in 
tlie price of pettish from $40 a ton to 
ten or more times that sum gives a 
new value to kelp, which grows in vir­ 
tually unlimited qutintities along our 
shores.

Worst Effect Is Panic, Which Causes 


the Swimmer to Let All the Air 


Out of His Lungs. 


A cramp is merely a contraction of 


the muscles caused by the penetration 
of the cold. Obviously, it could not of 
itself causo drowning. Its effect, ac- 
cording to Popular Science Monthly, is 
to cause a panic which throws the 
swimmer off his guard, causing him 
to let the air out of his-Jungs and thus 
allow the air passages to become filled 
with water. 
The safeguard against 


such a panic is absolute confidence in 
the floating power of the body and a 
demonstrable knowledge of the proper 
way to quickly fill the lungs to utmost 
capacity with air. 


The moment a cramp is felt, the 


swimmer should turn on his back and 
begin to gulp the air, making no effort 
to keep himself from sinking. As he 
sinks he slowly exhales under water, 
through the mouth, with the lips puck- 
ered as for whistling. If it Is a stom- 
ach cramp the knees will be drawn up 
against the abdomen, but the swim- 
mer should force them out, pushing on 
them with both hands and using all 
his strength until they are fully ex- 
tended. This will no doubt cause great 
pain for a Tew seconds,, but as soon as 
the legs are straightened out the 
cramp \Aill vanish, and the body, buoy- 
ed up by the air in the lungs, will shoot 
up to the surface. There still inhaling 
in great gulps and exhaling through 
puckered lips, the swimmer may float 
until he regains his strength or is 
picked up. 


In case of cramp in the leg or arm 


the same system of breathing is fol- 
lowed and the affected part is straight- 
ened out by sheer strength.

established in the state dispensary under 
Chief Medical Inspector B. F. Royer. 


The state and army authorities have 


objected to the failure to require regula- 
tion of piggeries, to abate surface drain- 
age conditions, to clear up refuse, take 
steps to get rid of pools of water, offensive 
ban.yards, stables and to abate the fly 
and mosquito nuisance.

HOW TO CONQUER THE CRAMP 


Worst Effect Is Panic, Which Causes 
the Swimmer to Let All the Air 
Out of His Lungs. 


A cramp is merely a contraction of 
the muscles caused by the penetration 
of the cold. Obviously, it could not of 
Itself cause drowning. 
Its effect, ac­ 
cording to Poj)ular Scien^'e Monthly, is 
to cause a panic which throws the 
swimmer off his guard, causing him 
to let the air out of his ^kings and thus 
allow the air passages to become filled 
with wat^n*. 
The safeguard against 
such a panic is absolute confidence in 
the fioating power of the body and a 
demonstrable knowledge of the proper 
way to quickly fill the lungs to utmost 
capacity with air. 
Tho moment a cramp is felt, the 
swimmer should turn on his back and 
begin to gulp the air, making no effort 
to keep himself from sinking. As he 
sinks he slowly exhales under water, 
through the mouth, with the lips puck­ 
ered as for whistling. If it is a stom­ 
ach cramp the knees will be drawn up 
against the abdomen, but the swim­ 
mer should force them out, pushing on 
them with both hands and using all 
his strength until they are fully ex­ 
tended. This will no doubt cause great 
pain for a few seconds,, but as soon as 
the legs are straightened 
out the 
cramp will vanish, and the body, buoy­ 
ed up by the air in the lungs, will shoot 
up to the surface.

With Goats.

North Adams, Mass,—When Is a 
street not a street? While no general 
answer to that question has been 
given, tho supreme court of ^lassachu- 
setts has ruled that Francis street, 
heretofore a thoroughfare in regular 
standing, is not a street after all. As 
a result the “street’s** owner has not 
j only closed It, but has locked It up. 
Those who pay for keys can get In. 
Others must make a long detour or 
cjlmb a six-foot board fence surmount­ 
ed by barbed wire. 
Several years ago ^Irs. Rosa Betti 
decided that she owned Francis street. 
She begnn a legal action 4o establish 
her ownership. This was not consid­ 
ered seriously by those* who contem­ 
plated building and several erected 
homes in the street. The congregation 
of the House of Israel erected a syna­ 
gogue, 
The street became a much- 
used thoroughfare. 
Fences the Street. 
Now the supreme court says that 
Mrs, Betti was right. 
While the mill 
of justice was slowly grinding Mrs. 
Betti sold her property, Including the 
“street,** to Peter Plante. 
The first 
action of Mr. Plante >vhen the decision 
was given Avas to ask for financial con­ 
tributions from those who crossed his 
property. When It wasn’t forthcoming 
he built his fence. 
While the ‘‘street*’ w’as a fake the 
fence is a first-class barrier. It is six 
feet In height and Is surmounted by a 
strip of equally first-class barbed wire. 


The Fence Is a First-Class Barrier. 


It has a self-closing gate which Is 
equipped with a spring lock. 
Those 
who have made their contribution to 
Mr. Plante have received keys. Others 
go around the block, but the block In 
question contains a miniature moun­ 
tain. 
The only things which have 
climbed it to date are the goats of 
those who must walk nearly a mile 
around its base to avoid enriching Mr, 
Plante. 
Tickles the Tailors. 
Much to the delight of the city’s 
tailors, several persons have tried to 
climb the fence. 
It has been found 
that the barbed wire is just as eiTec- 
tlve as any barbed wire can be. Those 
who are tho victims of the fence are 
urging the city to purchase the right 
of way for a street. Mr. Plante thinks 
his demands are not exorbitant. The 
city ofllclals think they are. The vic­ 
tims say the fence will be made an 
issue in the next city campaign.

Dr* Dixon Takes Charge of 
G ettysburg Sanitary Affairs. 


State Commiesioner of Htalth Samuel 
G. Dixon notified the Ciettysburp boroujih 
council and board of health on Wednea» 
day night that the state had taken rhargo 
of the sanitary afTaira of Gettj^sburR, be­ 
cause of failure of the council and board 
to co-operate in abating various condi 
tions complaincd of. Two weeks previous 
notice waa served on the borough authori­ 
ties that the sfate would be forced to step 
in unless action was taken. 
The Ignited 
States army ofTicers made inspections and 
attention of the state authorities was 
called to the situation by the public 
health service. 
It is understood that the 
board had an appropriation insufiicicnt 
for what was required. 
Dr. Dixon on 
Wednesday night sent into Gettysburg 
five men who had been engaged in e.xam- 
ining water supplies outside the town and 
five additional men from Harrisburg, tem­ 
porary health headquarters having been 
established iri the state dispensary under 
Chief Medical Inspector B. F. Royer, 
The state and army authorities have 
objected to the failure to require rc2;ula- 
tion of piggeries, to abate surface drain­ 
age conditions, to clear up refuse, take 
steps to get rid of pools of water, oiTensive 
barnyards, stables and to abate the fly 
and mosquito nuisance. 
Some of the 
places complained of are close to the en­ 
campment of the regulars. 
Hotels anc 
restaurants will be inspected. 
State au­ 
thorities and Gettysburg reservation ofll- 
cers clashed when placards warning against 
use of ccriain water in the reservation 
were ordered removed 
The state will in­ 
sist that the placards be retained in inter­ 
est of troops and the public. 
Gettysburg owners of pigs are incensed 
over the action of the board of health act­ 
ing under instructions from the state 
board, in ordering all pigs removed from 
the borough limits, and at an indignation 
meeting in the court house took action 
which was virtually refusal to comply 
with the orders. 
It is probable the mat­ 
ter \yill be fought by tho pig owners at 
the November session of court. 
In Get- 
t3"sburg the action of the State Depart­ 
ment of Health was a matter of severe 
censure and criticism. 
Gettysburg does 
not regard conditions as unsanitary as re­ 
presentatives of the Department would 
indicate. 
The local Board had relieved 
the most objectionable conditions, and 
the State is stepping in— according to be­ 
lief there—after the necessar3^ work had 
bt en done.
